S.0.1463(E).—Whereas Power Grid Corporation of India Limited, having its registered office at B-9, Qutab Institutional 
Area, Katwaria Sarai, New Delhi (hereinafter referred to as ‘the POWERGRID’) is a Government Company registered under 
the Companies Act, 1956 and a licensee engaged in the business of inter-State transmission of electricity, under the 

Electricity Act, 2003; 

And, whereas Powergrid is required to establish transmission system and to undertake transmission of electricity 
through inter-State transmission system; 

And, whereas for placing and maintaining of elec tric lines or electrical plant under, over, along or across, posts in or 
upon any immovable property' for the transmission of electricity or forthe purpose of telephonic or telegraphic communications 
necessary for proper coordination of works, the vesting and exercise of the powers ot the Telegraph Authority under 
Part-Ill of the Indian Telegraph Act, 1885 (8 of 1885) with respect to the placing of the telegraph lines and posts established 
or maintained or to be so established or maintained are required to be conferred on the Powergrid; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 164 of the Electricity Act, 2003 the Powergrid is 
hereby authorized to exercise all the powers vested in the Telegraph Authority under Part III of the Indian Telegraph Act, 
1885 in respect of the electrical lines and electrical plant established or maintained, or to be so established or maintained tor 
the transmission of electricity or for the purpose of telephonic or telegraphic communication necessary for the proper 

coordination of the works. 

The above authorization is subject to compliance by the Powergrid to the requirements of the provisions of the 
Electricity Act, 2003 and the rules made thereunder.
